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Tue Mooy.—An interesting pa-
per on the appearances of the sur-
tace of the Moon was read before
the Convention of Geologists and
Naturalists, now in session at N.
York, on thursday last, by the au-
thor, James D). Dana. Esq. ‘The
following, from the Tribune, gives
the substance of it:

“The surface of the Moon has
been minutely studied, in a physi-
cal point of view. and already ma-
ny interesting geological discove-
ries have been made. 1093 lunar
lights have been measured by Beer
and Madler. [Drawings of seve-
ral ot these mountains were exhi-
bited by Mr. Dana.] One impor-
tant subjectin regard to the Moon
yet remains unexplained—viz: the
immense magmtude of its crafers.
One of them has been ascertained
to be 150 or 200 miles in diameter,
and 25,000 feet deep. The crater
Bailey is 149 1-8 statute miles in
diameter. It was stated in the
report that two-thirds of all the
lunar hemisphere in view—com-
posing its Southern quarter—are
covered with voleaniec mountains.
The names, heights, depths and
peculiarities of the various craters
and wountuins ol the Moon were
particularized in the paper of M.
Dana, and numerous drawings—
plans of these elevations and the
inside of iheir eraters—were shown.
The walls of the craters are fre-
quently so regular as to appear
alimost artilicial. One very singu-
lar circumstance observable in
them is, that the sides appear more
illuininated, more bmlliant, than
the bottoms. May not this be ac-
counted for by the existence of a
nebulous light, apparently in the
lower portion? [We are not sure
that we caught the exact idea of
the speaker. Ifnot, will he please
correct us 7]

“The absence of water in the
Moon, and the principal volcanoes
elsewhere observed. were then
treated off ; after which were ta-
ken up the subject of the geology
of the volcanic regions, and the
distribution of land and water on
our globe, as compared with the
Moun. In the ocean, all the isl-

. ands, except the corals, are of an

igneous formation,

“ When Mr. Dana closed, Pro-
fessor Silliman inquired how Mr.
D. would account {or the voleanic
action of the Moon without the
agency of water to produce the
vapors always accompaning a
volcano! T'o which Mr. I)ana re-
plied that it was not absolutely
decided that there is no water in
the Moon, but that none had yet
been perceived. Before he had
time to answer Prof. Silliman's
special mterrogation, the Presi-
dent, Dr. Jackson. remarked that
the presence of  chlvrine in the
Moon was not improbable-—as this
substance had been found in the
meteorie stones—and might not
this be the cause of vapors of ltu-
nar volcanoes 7 Sulphur has also
been found in meteorites.”

The Earthquake, which was
mentioned last weck, ws felt in
nearly all parts of Massachuosetts
from which any accounts have
reached us since the occurrence;
and the shock was quite severe at
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, and
in all the towns on the Merrimac.
A letter from South Gardiner re-
presents it as having been distinct-
ly felt 1n that place, and this was
also the case at Athol and South
Orange. The earthquake does
not appear to have been noticed
in Rhode Island, but we learn from
the Hartford (Ct.) Courant that
the shock was sensibly felt in that
city.—Nationul Intelligencer.
